He has been working on this fluid for 
three years, the chemist says" and since 
solving it he has been driving his two 
automobiles about the little village.

"The idea 
I have," said Prof Enricht; "Is to get 
the government to pay me an award 
for. the discovery as a public benefit. 
Failing this, 1 may try to interest the 
automobile makers.

Courts aro surrendering freely. More 
Incendiary Ilres took place In Sack- 
vlllo street last night, but tlie fire 
brigade Is now able to resume work. 

"It Is further reported that up to 
tlio prcshent 707 prisoners have beou 
taken. . Included among these Is tho 
Countess Murklevicz. 

"Tho latest Information from Ennls- 
corthy shows that the rebel leader at 
this place does not believe the rebel 
leader's message from Dublin, and has 
proceeded to that city in a motor car 
under escort to verify tho information. 
In tho meantime a truco exists. 

"At New Ross, Goroy. WIcklow, Da- 
genalstown and Arktow tho situation 
Is reported normal.

AIR RAIDS ROUSE THE SWISS

and Ross, was surprised In tho lato 
afternoon and routed. After tho bat- 
tle the Americans found six dead 
Mexicans and nineteen wounded, 
whilo a quantity of horses, arms and 
equipment was captured, * 

Reports received here mado no men- 
tlou of Villa himself being with tho 
baril, although it had been reported 
prffyloualy that ho was In hiding in 
the nioCntains In that vicinity. 

The '/Ilia bandits wore encamped In 
a jngged, rocky detllo when they 
caught sight of tho American column 
riding toward them, about 4:30 o'clock 
In the afternoon. 

Immediately tho Mexican bugles 
sounded the call to arms. Through 
the mountain pass tho two commands 
struggled, tho Villa bandits dropping 
all cumbersome equipment In a pre- 
cipitate flght before Colonel Dodd's 
covalrymen. 

0"c°;^"ring^JJI&_jlight the Villa 
.to^eTrec^Tved ro-enforconientr^fld* 
attempted vainly to make a stand 
against tho Americans. When night 
came tho pursuit became Increasingly 
difficult because of the nature of tho 
terrain, honeycombed as It is with 
mountain caves, gorges and trails. In 
which there aro many Jagged rocks. 
Colonel Dodd^pursued the Villa ban- 
dits toward MInnca. his base, where 
he is now reported to be awaiting sup- 
plies. 

The 19 Villa wounded taken In the 
engagement and the 25 horses and 
arms captured were taken to Minaca 
to await General Pershing's orders as 
to their dlBposItlon. 



El Paso, Ttzzf-^icy 1.— MaJ, Gens, 
Hugh F. Scott and-.tVederick Funston 
mot Mexican MlniaCjr oi: War Alvaro 
Obregon in tho customs houso In

The meeting was the formal pre- 
liminary to tho opening of tho inter- 
national contorencQ by which tho right 
of tho United States troops to continue 
tho pursuit of Villa and his bandits 
In Mexico Is to be settled.

Says "Trench Droama" of tho 

,VVounded Bare Horrors of 

Modern Battles.

Philadelphia. — That tho horrors of 
trench warfore, with Ite auddon alarms 
iit night, the hurstlhg of eholls and the 
burying of men by mine explosions, 
^ave a'laating clfcct on tho men Avho 
undergo them Is the conclusion 
j'Gachcd by Dr. H. Murray Auer of 
Philadelphia, Pa., who for some time 
was attached to tho Twenty-second 
•General hospital of tho British cxpe- 
•dltlonary force, "aomowhero In 
Franco." • •• 

In a paper which was read recently 
licfore tho Philadelphia Neurological 
jaoclety, and which appears In the cur- 
rent issue of the. Medical Record, Doc- 
tor Auer gives tho results of his ob- 
servations. 

In practically all of tho cases which 
were observed by Doctor Auer tho sol- 
diers received no apprcclablo physical 
injury, the effect being purely mental. 
-One such Instance cited by tho phy- 
filclan was found In a boy nineteen 
yoars old. This boy had been for 
► thT.frr?-"fi?fgir^mlll:r ^ a sustnl nQd and I; 
heavy shell fire. At tho end o? "that J 
tlmo ho was threatened by his ser- ' 
geant with courtmartlul for slooplng 
■wblle-on sentry duty. This led to an 
examination and tho sending of tho 
boy to the hospital. He was In a stu- 
por 'for ten days. Tho samo was true 
of another soldier who had seen hla 
chum blown to pieces. 

During tho time ot. their coma, 
which In some cases lasted more than 
41 week, the soldiers gave tho Impres- 
sion that tliey again woro living 
through tho oxporloncos which had 
caused tlie stupor to come on. This 
was evidenced by their terrified ox- 
prosslons. They crouched, started 
.and stared wllilly when spoken to. One 
:Buoh man rose from his bed In tho 
mtddlo of tho night and recited In a 
■one-sided conversation hla oxporlenco 
•of a chargo antl burial by a mlno ex- 
plosion, and thou relapsed Into hla 
stuporous state.' 

Another result of shock, according 
to Doctor Auor's obsorvatlons, la a 
continued ahaklug of the entire body, 
accompanied by various pains and un- 
usually severe headaches. In soma 
cases this shaking has been observed 
to last several days, and oven weoIcB, 
although In most instances Its dura- 
tion is a few hours. In ono Inatanco 



this trembling came after a soldier 
had twiCG been burled In .'a mine ex- 
plosion, had been through a-charge 
and under heavy bombardment in a 
trench and finally was hit by a piece 
of rock, which, whllo not Injuring him, 
knocked blm down. In hla case tho 
tremor of tho head was marked, and 
lasted for some time. 

Temporary loss of memory is a com- 
mon thlng.with tho men who havo been 
through Bomo extremely trying period 
or who have suffered a sudden shock. 
In such instances tho recovery of 
memory Is as Budden as Us losa. Ono 
such BOldler, after being near a Bhell 
which exploded, could remember noth- 
ing that happened to him until ho 
came to himself, wajking along a lane, 
somo time later. Another man in the 
hospital thought himself back In tho 
trenches and became violent, moving 
his cupboard. about as though It were 
a machine gun and pointing it at 
his onemloa. When he suddenly re- 
turned to a normal state ho could re- 
member nothing of his oxperlenco. 

Ono of the moat common, and at the 
samo time moat pitiful, of tho many 
mental results of the struggle is the 
Inability to aleep soundly* and recur- 
rence of so-called trench dreams. It 
is not uncommon,' Doctor Auer Bays, 
to see aoldiera start from their beds 
In tho middle of the night, crying out 
and weeping, tho bodies bathed In 
poraplration as they dream of being 
chased by Germans with bayonets, of 
being burled under debris following a 
mine exploBlon and of losing the 
trench In a fog and being unablo to 
get back, 

Tho fear which Is commonly found 
Is not tho kind which a layman would 
expect. Tho soldiers, do not fear In- 
jury to thomselvcs. They nro rather 
afraid of doing something wrong, a 
fear of an emergency In which ono 



may fall or lose the confidence of his 
comrades. In ono inatanco tho pa-' 
tiont was afraid to go to sleep for fear 
ho would not awake. 

nilndnesa and deafnesa are frequent- 
ly found, but one of the moat unusual 
of the phenomena In this connection 
la the prosenco ot photophobia, the 
fear of looking. In many instances 
men are found who complain that 
they cannot see. In buch Instances, 
when their eyes are opened for them, 
they can see without any dllllculty; 
Qno Instance of thla came as the 
result of a trench dream In" which tho 
aoldlor' again lived through his bu- 
rial by. a mlno explosion four wcckv 
before. When he awoko ho com- 
plained that he could not sec and im* 
aginod that his sight had been lost aa 
a result of tho explosion. When the 
eyelids were raised ha could see aa 
well as ever.

SUN BRINGS GERMAN FLIERS 



Civilians as Well as Combatants at 
Salonlkl Know That Bomb Throw- 
ers May Bo Expected When 
Sky io Clear. 



Amoldo Fraccaroll, well known aa 
correspondent of tho Corrlero della 
Sera, la at preacnt In Salonlkl for his 
paper, and writea tho following Inter- 
esting account of scenes and Incidents 
In and around Salonlkl, giving a 
graphic word picture of tho situation: 

"Sunday Is bomb day,*' ho says. 
"Tho sun brings the aviators and tho 
aviators bring tho bombs, but never- 
theless, tho people Hko to see tho sun 
shlno here. It puts now hope, now 
warmth In the blood. Tho soldiers at 
onco smile and laugh again; tho chill 
la taken out of tho air, and even tho 
tolograph polca loso their melancholy 
appearance. Who knowa, porhnpa tho 
wire strung on those poloa will now 
bring ua somo good news?, Tho sun 
is shlnlnE; the beautiful winter sun. 
and hopo and lovo aro revived, and the 
people begin to feel that things will 
bo as thoy were before tho* war. How- 
over, that those German aviators will 
again mako their appearance thoro Is 
no doubt. They always come on sun- 
Bhiny days, and wo havo to put up with 
It. It is war. Tho l^ench aviators in- 
spect the country from Glewghell to 
Potrow, bombard tho Gorman-Bul- 
garian positions near tho border, and 
tho German aviators come and bom- 
bard us. 

"I am Just now near tho Ilrst line 
trenches, at that angle where tlio 
trenches run from west to south to 
tho point whoro thoy connect with tho 
British trenchea, forming tho right 
wing of thla front, which then rune 
down to tho gulj of Orfano. Namea, qf 
courao, I cannot mention, but I may 
say that here wo aro about forty kilo- 
meters from Salonlkl. Work is pro- 
gressing in tho fortlllcatlon of this line, 
which Is expected to withstand tho at- 
tack that tho onomy will soon mako. 
Tho soldiers on this front aro experts 
In tho building of tronchea and dug- 
outa, and thoy were brought horo for 
that, purpoao, .particularly from tho 
Champagno and tlie Argonne. 

"X brigade commander tolls mo that 
they aro convinced the allies oventual- 
ly will "Win, but to mako an attack our- 
Bolyos would bo foolish, as we are not 
strong enough. This aamo commander 



invited me to breakfast, and I waa sur* 
prised at tho luxury of tho furnlshingg 
in his littlo room. He actually had a 
real table of wood, somo china platea, 
a few chairs and aomo tin drinking 
cups. Ho did not object to my bring- 
ing some preserves with me, and dur- 
ing tho meal thoy were quite welcome. 
Suddenly camo tho cry from tho out- 
side: „ 

" 'The aviators I The aviators ! ' 
"Tho soldiers had stopped work in 
tho trenches and woro pointing sky- 
ward. There In the bluo ether at a 
height of only COO meters wo saw an 
aoroplano, and aa tho aviator emerged 
from tho shadow of a cloud and tho 
Bun shone on hla machine there was a 
cry of joy; 
'"A Frenchman I* " 

"But other volcea were heard: 
" 'Yes, but aee, there's another one 
coming, yea, and atlll anotlior, and still 
another flying very high. There, thoao 
two. fellowa up there are Gormaus.' 

"The four aoroplanes wero flying to- 
ward tho border. The two lower ma- 
chines were French, and thoy woro 
rising higher, no doubt with the object 
of engaging the Germans In battle. 
The Germans had como from the di- 
rection of Salonlkl, whore, no doubt, 
they had thrown their bombs. Of 
course, tlie day was so beautiful that 
wo couldoxpcct tlmt. In the dlstanco 
wo saw smoko and dust rising, fol- 
lowed a few moments later by tho 
sound of an explosion. The soldiers 
aro shaking their fists at tho German 
machines and 'cursing and swearing 
nt them. Again tliere la an explosion, 
then another — this tlmo very much 
nearer to ua. Evidently tho Germans 
have discovered our position and havo 
como to bombard us, and they also have 
become aware of tho fact that we havo 
no guns with which to roach them. 

"Suro enough, the boaata aro coming 
directly toward ua, but we all remain 
standing where wo are. Why run? 
What's tho uso? All wo can do Is to 
Boparato, so that tho bombs when thoy 
do fall do not fall among large groups. 
"Tho machlnea are directly over ua 
now, ond wo can Jjoar tho nolao of tho 
motors. Somehow wo teel death hov- 
ering over ua. Somo of tho men 
doublo up, BO to speak, and sink to the 
ground In the natural instinct to pro- 
tect thomselves. There la a terrible 
crash, followed by rocka and stono and 
earth flying In tho air near us. Groans 
and cries aro heard. A bomb. has fallen 
in our field kitchen, ' from which a 
thick, reddish smoke is rising. Wo can 
distinguish ten mon^ lying on' tho 
ground. Five or six aro able to get up, 
but the others will never rise ngalh." 
Ono man had hla head crushed and 
another's cheat waa atovo In, ■

Mlddlotown, N.^Y.— Harry. Newkirk

A year ngo tho couple announced 
their marriage and took furnished 
rooms in a Port Jorvla boarding house.

The neatest yard now has a smooth 
lawn graas sod kept closely mown, 
while the flowers and ehrubbery aro 
restricted to the aides and rear. This 
not only rendera tho lawn more easily 
kept than where there aro flower 
beda to mow around and trim, or treea 
or shrubs to dodge, but it la really 
more restful In appearance. 

If there Is room for only one ahrub, 
let It be Hydrangea panlculata, the 
magnificent tresses of bloom lasting 
for weeks. 

It should be cut back every aprlng 
fully half of the previoua year's 
growth. While thla may go against 
tho will It lasurea larger blossoms and 
more of them. 

A liberal mulching with stable 
manure Is also in order. Roots may 
bo transplanted in either spring or 
fall. 

The Deutzlas havo extreme hardi- 
ness, neat form, profusion of bloom 
and early blossoms to commend them, 
and are worthy of a place In any col- 
lection. 

Sovoral of the Splreaa are beautiful 
with graceful rose colored or white 
blossoms. Whllo not all of these 
withstand tho late frosts which come 
In May, Just when they are ready to 
put forth their feathery bloom, tho 
beauty of the blossoms when they are 
perfect atones for an occasional mlsa. 
Among June blossoms none' are 
greater favorites than tho syrlnga or 
mock orange, the flowers being as 
fragrant as beautiful. While tlte 
shrub Itself Is perfectly hardy, late 
frosts sometimes kill the buds; and 
an observing grower gives the rule 
that there will bo orange blossoms 
when thoro will bo peaches, 

Calycanthus Is a curious shrub, 
tho brownish blossom being odorous 
of strawberries, yet with so many 
beautiful as well as fragrant blos- 
soms it could scarcely head the list. 
Purple fringe Is an odd plant, the 
name smoke troo perhaps more 
curately describing the nppcanjaetf af t 
or midsummer, whQn.„JJ*^^)odicel3 
lengthen, braimh^nd'bear long plumy 
hairs, either greenish or tinged wUli 
red. 

The Splgella is handsome when In 
bloom, the tubular blossoms of white, 
rose or purple being prodU'^:3 In pro- 
fusion. A variety with IttTveB varie- 
gated with gold is eapeclaily pleasing. 
Instead of planting in rowa the 
fancy is now to group tho shruba and 
tho flowers for cutting. Place the 
taller ouea In the rear with tho short- 
er ones In front. 

Arrange that tho blooming season 
shall bo prolonged throughout the 



summer and see that no-^^two aped- 
mens with blossoms which do not har- 
monize In color shall be In bloom 
Bido by Bide, at iho same time. 



PLANTS FOR NORTH WINDOWS 



By BETTY PAKE. 
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•To make boxes in windows with a 
northern exposure attractive and 
cheerful All them with the followlnjr 
plants: ' V 

For Tinea, plant either varlegat^ 
vincas or English Ivy, or both Inter^ 
mingled. Vlncaa are very bright, but 
they will not aurvivo exposure to 
freeclng temperature, while Engllah ' 
Ivy will stand unhurt all through the 
winter. Either of these vines should 
be planted about one foot apart. The 
main part of the boxes can be planted 
with begonias, which can be procured 
from any florist In various colors, 
white, pink, red. The boxea, If planted ' 
wholly with material of a uniform 
height, aro apt to have an artificial 
appearance, to prevent which, planta. 
that grow taller and having a more, 
graceful habit should be placed, say,- 
one to every half dozen of 'the others, 
and for thla purpose few planta equal 
dracacna terminals. 

Paasles do fairly well In the Bhade. 
and Eo does salvia or scarlet sage. "If 
English Ivey la used for a vine, It will be 
found to bo of advantage In that wheir— 
tho other plants In the boxes are 
killed by frost the Ivy rlfinmlna and can 
bo left all winter, wlththo apace taken 
up by tho other plants flUed with 
small evergreens. 
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OLD-FASHiONED FLOWERS J 

Tho roBO-gieranlum slip planted early 
in May will soon become an Immense 
plant with most luxurious foliage, 
whlch^/is "one of the prettiest things 
for finishing your bouquet. 

The leaves can bo used for acont- 
In|r handkerchief boxes, and a leaf 
placed on top of your Jelly will give It 
a dMIclous flavor. 

When only a few flowers aro grown: 
do not depend on the mignonette alone 
for fragrance. There are many other 
fragrant plants that havo the added 
advantage of being beautiful In form' 
and color. 
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BRUGMANSIA 

Rrugmansla la a tender greenhouse - 
shrub, and If started out ot doora la 
the spring must bo potted before 
frost. The flowers are beautiful — first 
a pale cream, turning to a pure white. 
Thoy are trumpet shaped and the 
bhrub Is sometimes called "Angel'B 
trumpet." \

King 
Milan Obrcnovltch, was expelled; tho 
sixth, King Alexander I, was niur- 
tiered; the seventh, ICing Peter, the 
present ruler, has spent much of his 
life In exile. Serbia Is a peasant state 
with a liberal and progressive consti- 
tution. The national parliament la 
elected, by universal male suffrage and 
a large proportion of the members bo- 
longs to the peasant class. It Is a ho- 
mogeneous nation of Independent 
farmers, it has been called "tho poor 
man's paradise." as thoro are Inox- 
hauatiblo mineral resources In the 
mountains, but Serbia has boon less 
explored than the moat remote parts 
of tho United States.
